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I.    SUMMARY 

Major  development  projects  underway  in  Boston  may  be 
expected  to  generate  25,000  new  jobs  in  the  next  two  years. 
These,  together  with  major  development  projects  planned,  are 
projected  to  create  51,000  jobs  over  the  next  five  years. 

Drawing  on  these  evidences  of  confidence  and  strength 
in  the  City's  economy,  Boston's  economic  program  is  designed 
to  provide  75,000  net  new  jobs  in  the  next  ten  years,  -  more 
than  doubling  the  gains  in  the  1965-75  decade.   A  related 
goal  centers  on  capturing  half  of  the  new  jobs  for  City 
resident  workers.   Planned  City  investment  in  public  improve- 
ments, community  development,  and  urban  redevelopment  are 
counted  on  to  stimulate  much  larger  levels  of  private  invest- 
ment. 

Much  encouragement  towards  the  prospects  for  achieving 
these  ambitious  goals  may  be  drawn  from  the  implications  of 
a  just  compiled  survey  of  major  development  projects  underway 
and  planned,  forecasting  the  emergence  of  thousands  of  new 
jobs  over  the  next  few  years,  with  a  level  of  public  and 
private  investment  requiring  2  5,000  construction  workers  a 
year. 
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Boston's  net  gains  of  35,000  jobs  over  the  last  decade, 
-  from  an  employment  level  of  500,000  in  1965,  to  an  estimated 
535,000  in  1975  -,  as  City  public  improvements  and  urban  re- 
development spurred  a  larger  flow  of  private  investment  in  the 
City's  expanding  services  economy,  are  all  the  more  impressive 
in  the  light  of  the  erosion  of  manufacturing  jobs  in  the 
deepening  national  economic  recession  of  the  1970s. 

For  the  future,  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White's  economic  program 
is  designed  to  generate  75,000  net  new  jobs  over  the  1975-85 
decade  through  the  achievement  of  ambitious  goals  for  $12  to 
$15  billion  of  public  and  private  investment  to  broaden 
Boston's  economic  base  in  line  with  the  outstanding  prospects 
for  its  wide  array  of  services  activities,  as  well  as  the 
potential  for  a  modest  recovery  and  growth  in  manufacturing 
activity. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White's  economic  program  is  also  designed 
to  increase  the  share  of  the  City's  new  jobs  captured  by 
Boston's  resident  labor  force,  through  improved  manpower  train- 
ing and  education,  and  the  involvement  of  the  City's  businesses 
in  on-the-job  training. 

The  City's  own  program  for  public  improvements  and  urban 
redevelopment  is  a  key  factor  in  job  creation  through  inducing 
a  much  larger  flow  of  private  investment  and  related  new 
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employment.   In  the  recent  past,  one  dollar  of  City  public 
investment  has  generated  seventeen  dollars  of  other  invest- 
ment.  Boston's  1975  Neighborhood  Improvement  Program  total- 
ing $332  million,  presented  to,  and  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  in  January  of  this  year,  the  urban  redevelopment 
program  whose  completion  cost  is  estimated  at  $150  million, 
and  the  City's  ten-year  public  improvement  program  of  $1.3 
billion,  presented  in  February  of  this  year,  are  calculated 
to  stimulate  a  much  larger  flow  of  private  investment  and  the 
creation  of  thousands  of  permanent  private  sector  jobs. 
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II .   MAJOR  DEVELOPMENT  PROJECTS  UNDERWAY 

Some  forty-four  major  development  projects  currently 
underway  in  the  City  of  Boston,  involving  some  $2.5  billion 
of  public  and  private  capital  investment,  are  expected  to 
generate  some  25,325  permanent  jobs  over  the  next  two  years, 
with  an  average  annual  payroll  of  $321  million.   The  City's 
goal  is  to  capture  approximately  half  of  these  new  jobs, 
some  10,8  90,  for  Boston  resident  workers,  thereby  exceeding 
the  recent  one  out  of  three  capture  rate.   See  Table  I. 

These  major  development  projects,  the  result  of  years 

of  intensive  planning  and  development  effort  by  the  City 

working  together  with  private  enterprise,  over  the  whole 

range  of  Boston's  economic  potential,  cover  a  broad  spectrum 

including: 

Multi-Use  Projects, 

such  as  Jordan  Marsh-Lafayette  Place; 

Office  Development  Projects, 

such  as  Sixty  State  Street; 

Retail-Commercial  Projects, 

such  as  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  Place; 

Hotel  Projects, 

such  as  the  new  Statler  Hilton  Tower; 

Medical  Institution  Projects, 

such  as  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Eye 
and  Ear,  Phase  II; 
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Higher  Education  Institution  Projects, 

such  as  Harvard  University  dormitories; 

Utilities-Communications  Projects , 
such  as  Boston  Edison; 

Transportation  Projects, 

such  as  the  MBTA  improvements  and  expansion; 

State  and  Federal  public  improvements, 

such  as  water  and  sewer,  and  major  roads  and  streets; 

Residential  development  including  housing  improvements 
and  new  construction;   and 

City  of  Boston  Public  Improvements,  including  the 
Neighborhood  Improvement  Program. 


Construction  employment  associated  with  these  major 
development  projects  will  represent  an  annual  average  of 
25,000  construction  jobs  in  the  years  1976  and  1977,  with  an 
annual  payroll  of  $316  million,  which  will,  in  turn,  generate 
additional  income  and  expenditures  of  $436  million.   See 
Table  II. 

These  major  development  projects  underway,  auger  well 
for  the  Boston  economy  and  the  expansion  of  the  City's 
economic  base  in  1976  and  1977,  more  than  maintaining  the 
extraordinary  level  of  private  and  public  capital  construction 
achieved  in  1975. 

These  major  development  projects  underway  will  contribute 
importantly  to  the  relative  well-being  of  the  Boston  economy 
in  1976  and  1977.   They  signify  expansion  of  the  City's  broad- 
based  services  activities  and  related  office  buildings,

revival  of  retail  trade,  growth  in  visitors'  facilities, 
enhancement  of  the  City's  medical  complexes  and  institutions 
of  higher  education,  advances  in  public  transportation, 
growth  and  improvement  in  the  City's  housing,  and  important 
modernization  of  the  City's  public  facilities. 
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III.  MAJOR  DEVELOPMENT  PROJECTS  UNDERWAY  AND  PLANNED 

A  just  compiled  survey  of  some  62  major  development 
projects,  including  those  underway  described  earlier, 
as  well  as  those  planned  for  construction  and  installation 
over  the  next  five  years,  make  up  some  $4.6  billion  of 
capital  investment  which  will  generate  some  51,300  new 
jobs  and  require  an  annual  level  of  construction  employment 
of  28,000.   See  Tables  III  and  IV. 

The  "key  role  of  City  of  Boston  development  planning 
and  policy,  and  public  improvements  and  urban  development 
expenditures,  in  achieving  these  ambitious  goals  so  important 
to  the  City's  future,  is  clearly  seen  in  the  comparison  of 
capital  investment  and  job  generation,  by  major  development 
project  type.   Virtually  all  of  the  jobs  that  would  be  gen- 
erated would  be  in  the  private  sector;  -  20,000  in  multi-use 
projects,  22,000  in  office  development,  1,500  in  retail, 
commercial,  and  hotel  projects,  and  7,200  in  medical  facilities 
and  institutions  of  higher  education. 

The  $4.6  billion  of  capital  investment  required  to  generate 
these  jobs,  on  the  other  hand,  includes  the  key  role  of  City 
public  policy  and  development  planning  and  some  $332  million 
of  public  improvements,  community  development,  and  urban 
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redevelopment,  plus  $1.9  billion  of  State  and  Federal  outlays 
for  transportation  and  other  public  facilities,  -  all 
essential  and  prerequisite  in  the  successful  inducement  of 
some  $3  billion  of  private  investment  where  the  jobs  will  be 
generated. 

The  sixty-two  major  development  projects  underway  and 
planned  are  a  real  source  of  pride  for  all  that  they  signify; 
the  large  private  sector  commitment  to  the  City's  future,1 
the  role  of  public  policy  and  leadership  with  its  broad  view 
of  the  City's  future;   the  wide  horizon  for  expanding  opportun- 
ities for  those  who  live  and  work  in  the  City  of  Boston.   The 
sixty-two  major  development  projects  and  the  associated  perman- 
ent jobs,  payroll,  and  construction  jobs  are  listed  in  Appendix 
Table  C.

IV.   JOBS  FOR  BOSTON,-   THE  RECORD  AND  THE  TEN-YEAR  GOAL, 
1975-85 

The  year  1975  reflects  the  culmination  of  an  extraordinary- 
decade  of  growth  and  transformation  of  the  Boston  economy,  with 
public  policy  and  development  planning  spurring  an  outstanding 
private  sector  role  in  capital  investment  and  job  creation. 

In  the  1965-75  decade  Boston  had  a  net  gain  of  35,000 
jobs,  with  the  level  of  employment  rising  from  500,000  in  1965, 
to  535,000  in  1975.   The  growth  of  60,000  jobs  in  a  broad 
range  of  service  activities,  supplemented  by  an  increase  in 
construction  jobs  and  government  employment,  (mainly  state) , 
more  than  offset  losses  in  manufacturing  and  trade.   See 
Table  V. 

The  decennial  growth  in  employment  signified  a  fundamental 
change  in  the  structure  of  the  Boston  economy,  as  well  as  an 
outstanding  resilience  in  an  era  of  change  from  broad  national 
economic  growth  in  the  1960s  to  the  debilitating  national 
economic  recessions  of  1970-71  and  1973-75.   In  the  course  of 
the  past  decade,  the  manufacturing  share  of  Boston's  jobs  fell 
from  15  percent  to  10  percent,  while  the  private  sector 
services  activities  share  rose  from  32  percent  to  42  percent. 
Both  patterns  responded  to  national  trends,  but  the  signifi- 
cance for  Boston  is  that  the  services  activities  which  dominated 
in  1965  are  of  even  greater  relative  importance  now. 
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For  the  future,  Boston's  economic  program  focuses  on  the 
goal  of  generating  75,000  net  new  jobs  in  the  1975-85  decade, 
more  than  doubling  the  gains  achieved  in  the  past  ten  years. 
The  job  creation  flowing  from  the  major  development  projects 
over  the  next  two  to  five  years  provide  confidence  that  these 
ambitious  goals  can  be  achieved. 

Boston's  ten-year  jobs'  goals  center  on  strengthening  the 

t 
services  activity  role  of  the   City's  economy,  while  reviving 

retail  trade,  and  recovering  a  margin  of  the  manufacturing 
jobs  lost.    See  Table  VT .   Private  sector  services  activity 
would  rise  by  almost  50,000,  retail  trade  by  7,000  and  manu- 
facturing by  4,000.   Planning  and  development  projects  and 
and  programs  in  each  of  these  areas  are  designed  to  achieve 
these  goals. 

A  related  City  goal  centers  on  the  capture  of  35,000  of  these 
net  new  jobs  by  Boston  resident  workers.   Boston's  manpower 
strategy  and  program  is  addressed  to  improving  manpower  train- 
ing and  education  and  inducing  a  larger  role  of  the  City ' s 
colleges  and  universities  and  business  enterprises  in  relating 
upgraded  curriculum  to  employable  skills  and  expanding  on-the- 
job  training. 

Boston's  1975-85  employment  goals  are  consonant  with  long- 
term  projections  of  growth  and  structure  in  the  U.S.  economy,  and 
the  implications  for  the  New  England  Region  and  Boston. 
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V.    BOSTON'S  ECONOMIC  PROGRAM?   CAPITAL  INVESTMENT  AND 
JOB  CREATION,  1975-85 

Boston's  economic  program,  presented  in  July  of  this 
year,  focuses  on  the  role  of  public  policy,  planning  and 
development  in  encouraging  private  investment,  in  line  with 
the  City's  potential,  to  create  the  jobs  and  generate  the 
income  essential  for  neighborhood  revitalization  and  the 
improvement  of  living  standards .   A  ten-year  capital  invest- 
ment target  of  $12  billion  would  create  69,000  permanent  jobs  and 
require  an  additional  6,000  construction  workers,  together 
making  up  75,000  net  new  jobs.   See  Table  VTI . 

The  planning  and  policy  reflected  in  the  city  public  investment 
making  up  ten  percent  of  the  total,  would  play  a  key  role  in 
mobilizing  State  and  Federal  investment  in  transportation  and 
other  urban  facilities,  all  essential  toward  inducing  large- 
scale  private  investment  in  office  buildings,  retail  and 
commercial  space,  hotels,  medical  complexes  and  institutions 
of  higher  education,  manufacturing,  utilities  and  communications 
and  housing. 

Virtually  all  of  the  new  jobs  generated  would  be  in  the 
private  sector,  however. 

The.  achievement  of  these  ambitious  goals  for  capital 
investment  and  jobs  will  substantially  strengthen  Boston's 
economy,  revitalize  the  neighborhoods,  and  expand  opportunity. 
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The  feasibility  of  attaining  the  goals  for  investment 
and  jobs  is  outstanding  in  view  of  the  large  role  of  the 
major  development  projects  underway  and  planned.   These, 
together  with  the  City's  ten-year  public  improvements  program, 
make  up  half  of  the  ten-year  investment  goal  and  two-thirds 
of  the  ten-year  jobs  goal. 


In  the  case  of  the  private  sector,  the  investment  and 
jobs  goal  is  based  on  an  analysis  and  projection  of  market  demand, 
including  the  evidence  of  private  sector  development  project  plannii 


Goals  for  housing,  including  both  new  construction  and  fix-up, 
are  based  on  market  analysis,  evaluation  of  need,  strategy 
formulation  and  program  design.   Projected  state  and  federal 
investment  in  transportation  and  urban  facilities  draws  on 
well-articulated  program  plans,  with  funding  largely  earmarked. 
Boston's  ten-year  public  improvements  plan  is  well-defined. 
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VI.       THE    1975-76    NEIGHBORHOOD    IMPROVEMENT    PROGRAM 

The  adoption  of  the  1975-76  Neighborhood  Improvement 
Program  in  January  of  this  year,  a  key  aspect  of  the  overall 
planning  and  development  effort,  is  a  measure  of  the  public 
policy  determination  to  promote  neighborhood  revitalization 
and  provide  the  public  improvements  supportive  of  private 
sector  capital  investment  and  job  creation. 

This  program,  the  result  of  a  planning  process  that 
included  eighty-two  community  meetings  in  twenty-six  neigh- 
borhoods, involves  the  expenditure  of  $332  million,  in 
1975  and  1976,  in  a  wide  range  of  public  improvements,  an 
innovative  incentive  program  for  privately-funded  home 
improvements,  a  pioneer  program  for  neighborhood  business 
district  revitalization,  construction  of  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  improvements  in  public  housing,  and  progress  in 
the  City's  urban  renewal  program.   See  Table  VTII. 

Boston's  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program, 
based  on  a  Federal  grant  of  $31  million,  was  the  catalyst  in 
the  design  of  the  broader  Neighborhood  Improvement  Program. 
See  Appendix  Table  B. 
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VII.  COMPLETING  THE  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROGRAM 

Boston's  urban  renewal  program,  and  the  large  role  it 
has  played  in  reshaping  Boston's  economy  and  revitalizing  one- 
third  of  the  City's  neighborhoods,  has  expended  approximately 
$350  million  in  Federal  grants,  and  requires  an  estimated 
$156  million  of  additional  Federal  money  to  complete  the 
original  program.   See  Table  IX. 
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VIII.  THE  1976-85  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS  PROGRAM 

Boston's  ten-year,  1976-85,  Capital  Improvements  Program, 
adopted  by  the  Public  Facilities  Commission,  is,  together  with 
the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program,  and  the  urban 
redevelopment  program,  a  principal  instrument  of  the  role  of 
public  planning  and  policy  in  implementing  Boston's  economic 
program.    The  capital  improvement  program  calls  for  some 
$1,226  million  of  public  capital  expenditures  for ' neighbor- 
hood revitalization  over  a  ten-year  period.   See  Table  X  and 
Appendix  Table  A.
